Helps  Finance  School  of  Fine  Arts  .  .  .  . 


The  Alumnae  Fund  gift  of  $2500 
which  was  presented  to  the  College  at 
Commencement  was  used  this  year  to 
help  finance  the  School  of  Fine  Arts 
at  Burnsville  which  has  been  in  opera- 
tion since  1947. 

The  comments  of  participating  ex- 
perts in  various  fields  of  art  as  to  the 
unique  work  being  done  at  Burnsville 
as  well  as  the  enthusiastic  response  of 
both  staff  and  students  attest  to  the 
success  of  the  creative  arts  program. 

The  Fine  Arts  School,  situated  in 
the  western  part  of  the  State  noted 
for  its  beautiful  scenery  and  excellent 
climate,  has  had  assistance  from  the 
Carnegie  Foundation  since  its  begin- 
ning. Courses  are  given  for  both  grad- 
uate and  undergraduate  credit. 

A  new  course,  the  Creative  Process 
in  the  Arts,  was  given  for  the  first  time 
at  Burnsville  this  summer,  according 
to  Mr.  Gregory  Ivy,  head  of  the  Art 
DcTJartment  at  Woman's  College,  who 
is  director  of  the  Fine  Arts  school 

In  the  Creative  Process  Course,  the 
students  and  faculty  meet  daily  to  look 
at  forms  and  to  carry  on  critical  dis- 
cussions aimed  towards  the  develop- 
ment of  criteria  for  evaluation.  The 
panel  is  conducted  by  one  of  the  ex- 
perts in  the  field  of  creative  art  and 
the  course  is  designed  to  develop 
greater  understanding  of  the  creative 
process  as  it  appears  in  each  of  the  arts 
(art,  dance,  music,  theatre,  and  writ- 
ing) and  to  make  possible  contrast  and 
comparisons  among  them.

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Panel  Discussion  Highlights 

Commencement  Business  Meeting 


"The  Responsibility  of  Woman's 
College  Alumnae  in  Public  Affairs" 
was  the  subject  of  the  ver}'  interesting 
and  informative  panel  discussion  at  the 
Commencement  Meeting  of  the  Alum- 
nae Association,  Saturday,  May  30,  at 
2:30  p.  m.  in  the  Virginia  Dare  Room. 

Major  L.  P.  McLendon,  Greensboro 
Attorney,  and  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  University 
Board  of  Trustees,  moderated  the 
panel.  Other  participants  were:  Mrs. 
Albert  Lathrop  (Virginia  Terrell  '23), 
Ashe\  ille,  also  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee;  Mrs.  Carl  Plonk, 
Ashe\'ille,  State  President  of  the  Amer- 
ican Association  of  Uni\-ersity  Wom- 
en; Senator  Arthur  Kirkman,  of  High 
Point;  and  Mr.  W.  T.  Polk,  associate 
editor  of  the  Greensboro  Daily  News. 

Mrs.  Lathrop  gave  a  brief  account  of 
women  in  public  affairs  in  early  years 
of  women's  emancipation,  providing, 
as  Major  McLendon  said,  the  origin 
and  background  of  women's  activities 
in  North  Carolina. 

"It  was  only  about  a  hundred  years 
ago  that  the  first  woman  was  known  to 
make  a  public  speech  in  this  country — 
Angelina  Grimke,  who  spoke  in  Phila- 
delphia. An  attempt  was  made  to  set 
fire  to  Independence  Hall  because  she 


was  speaking  there,"  Mrs.  Lathrop 
said.  She  then  spoke  of  Eleanor  Dare, 
mother  of  Virginia  Dare,  as  "the  first 
North  Carolina  Mother  of  the  Year"; 
Mora  McDonald,  as  a  woman  ex- 
tremely acti\e  in  affairs  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution;  Dorothea  Dix,  and  her 
interest  in  the  establishment  of  a  state 
hospital  for  the  insane;  Susan  Dimock, 
the  first  woman  to  enter  medical 
school;  Miss  Susan  Iden  and  her  news- 
paper career  in  Raleigh,  begun  in  1908; 
Mrs.  Julius  Cone  (Laura  W^eil  '10), 
who  \\as  chosen  from  the  student  body 
at  Woman's  College  to  give  the  ad- 
dress of  welcome  when  a  group  of  leg- 
islators visited  the  campus  in  1909. 
Mrs.  Jane  McKimmon,  who  became 
State  Home  Demonstration  Agent  in 
1911. 

Mrs.  Lathrop  continued:  "Miss  Har- 
riet Elliott  came  to  North  Carolina  in 
1915  and  she  did  more  than  anybody 
who  has  e\er  been  on  this  campus  to 
broaden  the  minds  of  the  girls.  Her 
determination  that  the  students  read 
the  newspapers  taught  many  how  to 
grasp  and  to  keep  up  with  current  hap- 
penings. In  1940  Miss  Elliott  became 
the  onlv  woman  member  of  Roose- 
\elt's  Defense  Council,  and  at  that 
time  1  recall  hearing  her  say:  'For  the

first  time  in  history  women  are  today 
equally  responsible  with  men,  not  only 
in  a  crisis,  but  in  all  affairs  of  the 
nation'." 

Other  prominent  women  pioneers 
mentioned  by  Mrs.  Lathrop  were:  Miss 
Carrie  Broughton,  who  became  state 
librarian  in  1919;  Mrs.  Kate  Burr  John- 
son, first  woman  Commissioner  of 
Public  Welfare,  1920;  Mrs.  W.  T. 
Bost  (Annie  Kizcr  '03),  who  succeeded 
her  in  1930,  and  in  1944,  Mrs.  Ellen 
T.  \\^inston,  who  followed  Mrs.  Bost. 

Miss  Exum  Clement  of  Buncombe 
County  became  the  first  woman  to 
serve  in  the  State  House  of  Represen- 
tatives in  1921.  Mrs.  E.  L.  McKee  of 
Sylva  in  1931  became  the  first  woman 
member  of  the  North  Carolina  Senate. 
Mrs.  R.  S.  Ferguson  (Sue  Ramsey 
Johnston  '18)  was  the  second  woman 
senator,  elected  in  1947. 

Major  McLendon  recalled  that  in 
1920  the  Suffrage  Amendment  was 
ratified  and  in  1946  an  amendment  to 
the  State  Constitution  gave  women  of 
North  Carolina  the  right  of  jury  serv- 
ice by  changing  the  word  "man"  and 
"men"  in  several  sections  to  "person" 
and  "persons." 

In  answer  to  Major  McLendon's 
question:  "Do  you  think  there  are  op- 
portunities for  women  in  North  Caro- 
lina?" Mr.  Polk  said:  "Yes.  Women 
have  untold  opportunities.  I  think 
women  are  wrong  when  they  take  the 
attitude  that  all  hands  will  be  better 
off  if  women  stay  out.  Women  are 
doing  the  biggest  public  work  in  the 
State — teaching.  Another  great  field 
is  public  \\clfare  work.  There  is  no 
town  so  small  but  that  it  should  have  a 
zoning  and  planning  commission  and 
women  should  be  on  such  commis- 
sions. W^omen  would  beautify  high- 
ways in  the  State,  and  North  Carolina 
has  thus  far  lagged  behind  other  states 
in  this  respect.  The  Highway  Com- 
mission needs  a  woman  member,"  Mr. 
Polk  concluded. 

When  asked  what  she  thought  of 
the  status  of  women  at  the  present 
time,  Mrs.  Plonk  replied:  "I  have  a 
question  in  my  own  mind.  I  have 
been  wondering  if  the  status  of  women 
is  impro\  ing  or  whether  we  are  going 
backward.  From  a  study  that  was 
made  in  January  of  this  year  of  women 
on  county  and  state  boards  of  public 
health,  boards  of  education,  library 
boards  and  \arious  county  and  city  of- 
ficials, in  North  Carolina,  there  were 
232.  There  were  six  women  on  county 
boards  of  health;  18  on  county  board 
of  education;  73  on  county  boards 
of  public  welfare;  135  women  holding 
local  official  positions;  ten  women  on 
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the  University  Board  of  Trustees;  four 
women  heads  of  administrative  depart- 
ments. 

"Susie  Sharpe  is  the  only  woman 
judge  in  North  Carohna.  Only  three 
counties  had  no  women  included  in 
local  government.  There  is  a  growing 
interest  to  get  women  on  both  city 
and  county  boards.  Two  women  head 
organizations,  other  than  state  agen- 
cies— executive  secretary  of  the  North 
Carolina  Education  Association  is  Mrs. 
Ethel  Perkins  Edwards;  and  the  execu- 
tive secretary  of  the  North  Carolina 
League  of  Municipalities  is  Mrs.  Da- 
vetta  L.  Steed.  We  had,  up  until  last 
week,  a  woman  on  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  Is  the  status  of  women 
there  going  forward,  or  is  it  going  back- 
ward? Are  ten  women  enough  on  the 
University  Board  of  Trustees?"  asked 
Mrs.  Plonk. 

Mrs.  Plonk  agreed  with  Dorothy 
McCullouch  Lee,  Mayor  of  Portland, 
Oregon,  1948-1952,  who  wrote  re- 
cently in  an  A.A.U.W.  Journal,  that 
she  considers  city  government  essen- 
tially a  housekeeping  job.  "We  can 
best  start  to  build  a  better  world  by 
improving  our  own  home  town,"  Mrs. 
Lee  wrote.  "The  quality  of  govern- 
ment, leadership,  and  citizen-interest 
there,  will  determine  the  quality  of 
government  at  our  national  capital. 
Our  great  need  today  is  to  make  the 
average  American  citizen  —  business 
man  and  housewife  alike  —  give  sin- 
cere study  to  the  problems  of  their 
government.  The  status  of  women  is 
equalized  when  women  with  the  same 
qualifications  as  a  man  are  given  the 
same  opportunity  to  serve  when  a  va- 
cancy occurs.  Merit,  rather  than  sex, 
should  be  the  determining  factor." 

Mrs.  Plonk  also  referred  to  an  article 
in  The  Ladies  Home  Journal,  June, 
1953,  "They  Make  Their  Voices 
Heard,"  which  said:  "Busy  women 
everywhere  agree  that  participation  in 
politics  is  the  long-term  way  of  look- 
ing after  your  children." 

Six  "do's"  for  women  interested  in 
politics,  listed  in  this  article,  Mrs. 
Plonk  gave  as: 

1.  Know  your  own   neighborhood 
— your  precinct; 

2.  Know  your  own  precinct  captain 
and  ward  committeemen; 

3.  Distinguish  between  good  poli- 
ticians and  bad; 

4.  Improve  conditions  under  which 
public  officials  work; 

5.  Make  sure  you  don't  contribute 
to  bad  government; 

6.  Keep  politically  alert  and  active. 

Answering  the  moderator's  question, 
"What  do  vou  think  women  can  do  in 


improving  public  affairs,"  Senator 
Kirkman  replied:  "They  can  and  they 
should  enter  polities.  The  way  for 
women  to  make  a  beginning  is  at  the 
local  le\el.  'Hie  prices  of  public  of- 
fice are  rough  and  rugged.  If  you  don't 
enter  the  political  picture  in  a  political 
way,  you  will  not  get  far.  My  guess 
would  be  that  not  more  than  25  of 
you  have  ever  read  the  rule  book  on 
local  and  state  government.  By  law, 
130  women  must  be  in  that  organiza- 
tion. The  chairman  in  a  precinct  may 
be  a  woman;  the  vice  chairman  must 
be  a  woman;  out  of  the  five  commit- 
tee members,  two  are  women,  by  law. 
Women  cannot  afford  to  look  at  pol- 
itics and  say  that  it  is  too  crooked  for 
them  to  enter.  If  it  is  crooked,  get  in 
there  and  straighten  it  out." 

Mrs.  Plonk  made  a  special  plea  to 
women  to  accept  jury  ser\ace,  when 
called. 

Eollowing  the  discussion,  the  floor 
was  opened  for  questions  and  com- 
ments. In  answer  to  a  question,  "How 
might  we  go  about  increasing  the  num- 
ber of  women  on  the  University  Board 
of  Trustees,"  Senator  Kirkman  replied 
that  the  total  number  of  trustees  is  de- 
termined by  the  number  of  counties;

however,  there  are  counties  who  have 
no  trustees.  "If  the  present  method 
of  selecting  trustees  is  wrong,"  he  said, 
"then  you  will  just  have  to  get  in  and 
bring  more  and  more  to  the  public's 
attention  the  -fact  that  the  present 
system  is  not  a  good  one  and  point 
out  that  ten  women  is  too  small  a 
number  when  the  total  number  is  100. 
The  work  must  be  done  before  the 
Legislature  is  in  session.  Nothing  that 
starts  when  the  General  Assembly  has 
already  begun  affects  the  present 
session." 

Interest  of  the  audience  in  the  dis- 
cussion was  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
questions  were  still  being  posed  when 
time  demanded  the  closing  of  the 
panel.

I  greet  \ou  for  the  first  time  as  your 
president  with  full  realization  of  the 
magnitude  and  the  honor  of  the  posi- 
tion. I  would  ha\e  had  much  more 
trepidation  in  assuming  such  an  office 
if  I  had  not  known,  for  a  long  time, 
that  you  are  the  sort  of  people  on 
whose  support  one  can  depend  and 
that  the  Alumnae  Office,  headed  by 
Betty  Jester,  is  always  ready  and  will- 
ing to  help  e\'en  "abo\e  and  beyond 
the  call  of  duty." 

As  I  see  it,  our  work  is  cut  out  for 
us  during  the  next  two  years.  We 
must  determine  the  exact  place  of 
Woman's  College  in  the  Uni\ersity 
Consolidation  Program  and  see  that 
we  fill  the  place  adequately  and  worth- 
ily. We  must  w-ork  together  for  equal 
status,  both  scholastically  and  finan- 
cially, with  other  components  of  the 
Greater  University.  And  we  must 
make  the  influence  of  the  college  felt 
throughout  the  state  with  the  applica- 
tion, in  our  own  homes  and  communi- 
ties, of  the  principles  and  knowledge 
we  acquired  there. 

Our  concept  of  the  role  of  alumnae 
today  no  more  resembles  that  of  the 
past  than  the  new  Elliott  Hall  resem- 
bles old  Students'  Building.  (And,  in- 
cidentally, if  you  haven't  seen  Elliott 
Hall,  it  alone  is  worth  a  trip  back  to 
the  campus.) 


The  sentimentality  which  was  once 
the  chief  stock  in  trade  of  alumnae 
associations  has  given  way  to  a  more 
realistic  function.  Our  role  now  is  not 
that  alone  of  sentimental  dwelling  on 
the  past  but  rather  one  of  constructive 
thinking  for  the  future.  Establish- 
ment of  the  Alumnae  Fund  was  one 
of  the  first  steps  in  this  more  realistic 
approach,  and  we  hope  this  year  to  see 
it  put  on  a  permanent  basis  with  the 
appointment  of  a  director  to  take  that 
burden  off  the  long-suffering  Alumnae 
Office.  We  would  like  to  see  every 
one  of  our  27,000  alumnae  partici- 
pating in  the  Fund  to  the  extent  of 
her  own  ability. 

This  new  concept  of  alumnae  would 
c\en  expand  Dr.  Mclver's  statement 
about   educating   a   famil\-   when    you 


educate  a  woman.  Educate  the  women 
now  and  you  educate  the  whole  com- 
munity, for  W^oman's  College  gradu- 
ates can  wield  a  tremendous  influence 
on  schools,  business,  government  and 
politics  today  in  the  hundreds  of  com- 
munities in  which  they  live  through- 
out the  State. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  seeing  and 
becoming  acquainted  with  more  of 
you  in  the  next  two  years  than  I  have 
c\er  known  before.  I  hope  that  you 
will  c:mc  to  the  meetings,  if  only  to 
a:'quaint  yourselves  better  with  the 
work — and  the  potentialities — of  the 
Alumnae  Association.  And  I  also  hope 
that  \ou  w ill  contribute  your  interest, 
your  ideas,  and  your  means  to  make 
the  Association  bigger  and  better  in 
keeping  with  the  growth  and  the  in- 
creasingly important  role  that  Wom- 
an's College  is  playing  in  North  Caro- 
lina.

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Dr.  Highsmith  Retires  as 
Psychology  Department  Head 


Throughout  more  than  half  of  the 
years  of  its  existence  the  ^^^oman's 
College  has  known  Dr.  James  Albert 
Highsmith  as  teacher,  administrator, 
and  shaper  of  the  College's  policies. 
A  nati\e  of  North  Carolina,  educated 
at  Chapel  Hill  and  Peabody  College, 
thirty-se\en  years  ago  he  came  to  the 
Woman's  College  as  Principal  of  Cur- 
ry School  and  Associate  Professor  of 
Education.  He  remained  to  become 
Professor  of  Psychology  and  the  first 
and  onh'  head  of  the  Department  of 
Psychology,  which  was  established  in 
1928  under  his  leadership,  and  which 
has  grown  until  it  now  contains  seven 
full-time  teaching  members  of  the 
staff. 

Many  generations  of  college  stu- 
dents have  known  Dr.  Highsmith  as 
kindly  and  sympathetic  friend  and 
counselor  and  as  enthusiastic  and 
stimulating  teacher  —  a  teacher  who 
wished  the  student  to  develop  her 
own  ideas  and  succeeded  in  making 
her  think  she  might  have  ideas  worth 
developing.  Thus  he  established  with 
his  students  bonds  of  trust  and  affec- 
tion which  ha\'e  persisted  through  the 
vears. 

As  department  head  he  has  built  a 
department  founded  upon  the  philos- 
ophy of  freedom  for  the  indi\'idual  staff 
member  —  freedom  to  de\elop  his 
teaching,  his  thinking,  his  research  pro- 
gram in  whate\er  way  he  might  see  fit. 
This  freedom,  and  the  sense  of  se- 
curity he  has  provided,  have  led  to  a 
degree  of  self-expression  and  personal 
development  on  the  part  of  staff  mem- 
bers which  would  not  have  been  pos- 
sible under  less  favorable  conditions. 
For  this,  and  for  his  generous  and 
warm  response  to  their  problems,  he 
has  won  the  deep  affection  of  all  who 
have  worked  with  him.  And  he  has 
won  also  their  respect  for  him  as  a 
scholar.  Through  the  years  he  has  been 
an  avid  reader  of  psychological  litera- 
ture, modifying  his  conceptions  of 
psychological  principles  as  new  devel- 
opments have  occurred.  His  enthu- 
siastic discussion  of  his  changing  con- 
ceptions has  been  a  stimulation  to  his 
colleagues,  and  a  visit  to  his  office  and 
a  chat  about  psychology  have  been 
among  the  pleasant  interludes  of  col- 
lege teaching.

But  his  contribution  to  the  College 
and  the  State  has  not  been  confined  to 
his  work  in  Curry  School  and  in  the 
Department  of  Psychology.  He  has 
been  a  leader  in  college  affairs,  highly 
respected  by  faculty  members  and  ad- 
ministrators and,  as  a  result,  assigned 
to  one  position  after  another  of  respon- 
sibility in  the  determination  of  poli- 
cies. He  has  served  as  Chairman  of 
the  Admissions  Committee,  Chairman

of  the  Curriculum  Committee  for 
more  more  than  ten  years.  Chairman 
of  the  Schedule  Committee  which 
made  out  a  permanent  schedule  of 
classes  for  the  College,  member  of  the 
Faculty  Advisory  Committee,  member 
of  the  Administrative  Council  of  the 
University,  and  Chairman  of  the  Gen- 
eral Policies  Committee.  The  latter 
committee,  established  at  the  time  of 
consolidation  of  the  three  units  of  the 
Uni\'ersity,  was  composed  of  the  chair- 
men of  the  various  local  committees 
appointed  by  President  Frank  Graham 
to  re-examine  the  structure  and  func- 
tioning of  the  College  in  the  light  of 
the  new  role  which  the  College  was  to 
play  in  the  Consolidated  University. 
Here  his  tact,  firmness,  and  vision  were 
of  inestimable  value  as  the  leaders  in 
this  venture  sought  to  mold  the  Wom- 


an's College  into  the  form  in  which  it 
could  function  most  effectively  as  a 
part  of  the  Consolidated   University. 

Dr.  Highsmith's  contribution  as 
Chairman  of  the  Curriculum  Commit- 
tee was  especially  notable.  This  com- 
mittee, established  at  the  time  of  con- 
solidation, defined  for  its  own  purposes 
the  desirable  attributes  of  a  college 
woman  and  accordingly  proposed  re- 
visions in  the  courses  of  instruction. 
The  committee  recommended  estab- 
lishment of  the  Departments  of  Art 
and  Philosophy;  it  gave  emphasis  to 
speech,  health,  and  physical  fitness; 
and  it  set  up  a  framework  of  liberal 
arts  courses  and  professional  training 
which  is  still,  after  nearly  twenty  years, 
the  basis  of  the  College  curriculum. 
That  it  is  a  finished  product.  Dr.  High- 
smith  would  be  the  first  to  deny,  know- 
ing too  well  that  college  courses  must 
change  as  needs,  or  conceptions  of 
needs,  change.  But  that  a  committee 
of  professors  with  widely  divergent 
views  should  ha^'e  arrived  at  the  com- 
promises essential  in  building  any 
course  of  study  and  should  have  agreed 
upon  a  pattern  both  flexible  and  stable 
enough  for  the  demands  of  a  rapidly 
developing  institution  is  proof  of  his 
able  leadership. 

But  these  facts  do  not  begin  to  tell 
the  story.  Of  greater  significance  is  the 
far-sighted,  judicious,  and  sympathetic 
mind  which  he  brought  to  bear  upon 
e\'erv  problem  connected  with  these 
exacting  assignments.  His  forte  was 
his  ability  to  analyze  e\ery  situation — 
not  merely  to  think  it  through,  but  to 
probe  all  around  it,  to  discover  its 
essential  character,  to  foresee  how 
others  would  interpret  it,  and  finally 
to  chart  his  own  course  of  action.  As 
a  result  he  was  ne\'er  surprised  into 
being  impatient;  he  was  even-tem- 
pered, just,  and  firm,  and  he  accom- 
plished an  amazing  amount  of  work. 
It  is  hard  to  think  of  Consolidation 
without  thinking  of  Dr.  Highsmith's 
le\'el-headed  judgments. 

Another  notable  contribution,  which 
came  earlier,  was  his  work  as  chair- 
man of  a  committee  appointed  by  the 
North  Carolina  College  Conference  to 
devise,  administer,  and  score  achieve- 
ment tests  for  seniors  in  all  the  high 
schools  of  the  State.  Scores  on  these 
tests  were  then  distributed  to  the  high 
schools  and  to  all  colleges  participat- 
ing in  the  program.  One  result  of  this 
work  was  the  introduction  at  Woman's 
College  of  the  aptitude  and  achieve- 
ment tests  now  administered  to  all 
freshman  at  the  time  they  enter 
college.

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Dr.  Barney  Retires  as 

Romance  Language  Head

On  the  evening  of  May  6  the  de- 
partment of  Romance  Languages  met 
for  dinner  in  order  to  wish  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Winfield  Barney  years  of  happy 
retirement.  The  highhghts  of  the  eve- 
ning were  the  eharadcs  that  aecom- 
panied  the  presentation  of  gifts  and 
the  letters  from  former  colleagues.  One 
single  theme  recurred  again  and  again 
in  the  greetings  and  notes  of  some 
twenty  persons,  now  scattered  all  over 
the  United  States — gratitude  for  Dr. 
Barney's  kindness  and  especially  for 
his  helpfulness  to  inexperienced  young 
teachers.  Kindness,  indeed,  is  one  of 
the  many  qualities  that  both  colleagues 
and  students  will  ever  remember. 

A  shy  New  Englander,  who  has  not 
changed  one  bit  in  appearance  in 
thirty  years,  Dr.  Barney  is  possessed  of 
persistence  and  determination  which 
belie  his  mild  manner.  His  integrity 
and  loyalty  are  self-evident.  Never  lo- 
quacious he  will  always  be  remembered 
as  speaking  logically  and  aptly  at  the 
proper  moment  and  as  presiding 
ideally,  with  a  talent  for  presenting  a 
gift,  a  speaker,  or  a  tribute. 

Under  his  leadership  the  depart- 
ment has  grown,  along  with  the  col- 
lege, from  three  assistants  when  Dr. 
Barney  came  in  1919  to  a  staff  of 
twelve.  Trained  at  Dartmouth,  Har- 
vard, and  Syracuse,  Dr.  Barney  is  a  par- 
tisan of  liberal  education  and  scholar- 
ship. His  membership  in  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  and  his  role  in  that  organization 
on  the  campus,  as  well  as  in  the  hon- 
orary Spanish  and  French  fraternities 
furnish  visible  proof  of  his  interest  in 
scholarly  pursuits.  The  practical  na- 
ture of  the  New  Englander,  however, 
made  him  primarily  a  teacher;  and  it 
was  to  the  training  of  a  generation  of 
teachers  of  French  and  Spanish  that 
he  devoted  his  years  at  the  Woman's 
College.  In  this  capacity  he  edited  a 
number  of  text-books  and  in  this  ca- 
pacity he  took  an  active  part  in  the 
Romance  Language  sections  of  the 
N.C.E.A.  and  in  the  state  chapters  of 
the  American  Association  of  Teachers 
of  French  and  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Teachers  of  Spanish.    His  in- 


terest extended  beyond  the  State, 
morcoNcr,  since  he  was  largely  respon- 
sible for  the  organization  of  the  South 
Atlantic  Modern  Language  Associa- 
tion, in  which  he  has  held  every  office. 

To  his  colleagues  and  to  his  students 
his  office  door  has  always  been  open; 
and  he  has  always  been  ready  to  listen 
to  complaints,  troubles,  and  sugges- 
tions. Sympathetic  and  helpful  he  is 
also  shrewd  and  wise.    Not  hasty  to

act,  when  he  makes  decisions,  he  has 
the  courage  to  stick  to  them.  His  de- 
votion to  the  best  interests  of  the  Col- 
lege and  of  the  students  has  always 
been  unwavering. 

His  activities  have  not  been  limited 
to  the  campus,  nor  to  the  field  of  Ro- 
mance Languages.  A  home-loving  man. 
Dr.  Barney  has  always  enjoyed  "pot- 
tering around,"  working  in  his  garden 
and  fixing  his  house.  In  the  role  of 
husband,  father,  and  grandfather  he 
becomes  expansi\e  and  loses  com- 
pletely his  nati\e  reser\'e.  No  tribute 
to  him  Vv'ould  be  complete  without  a 
word  about  his  wife  for  she  has  sec- 


onded him  in  his  generous  and  gra- 
cious hospitality  to  colleagues  and  stu- 
dents and  made  many  an  occasion 
memorable  with  her  pungent  wit.  He 
has  been  and  is  a  faithful  and  active 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  of  the  Civitan  Club. 

We,  his  colleagues,  join  his  students 
in  wishing  him,  as  he  leaves  the  cam- 
pus, years  of  happiness  and  ac- 
tivity as  varied  and  full  as  those  of  our 

association.

After  Forty-Four  Years 


On  June  50,  1953,  Mr.  James  Moyer 
Sink  retired  after  forty-four  years  of 
service  to  the  \\''oman's  College.  It  is 
indeed  difficult  to  realize  that  Mr.  Sink 
is  no  longer  on  the  campus. 

He  came  to  the  College  in  1909 
when  there  were  but  eight  buildings. 
He  has  watched  and  helped  with  the 
development  of  the  physical  plant  to 
its  present  size  of  fifty  buildings  on 
more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres 
of  land.  He  has  served  well  under 
three  college  heads:  the  late  Dr.  J.  I. 
Foust,  President  1906-1934;  Dr.  W.  C. 
Jackson,  Chancellor,  1934-1950;  and 
Dr.  E.  K.  Graham,  Chancellor  since 
1950. 

Facultv  and  students  alike  admired 
and  respected  him.  They  have  always 
known  to  call  Mr.  Sink  when  anything 
went  wrong,  whether  it  was  plumbing 
or  heating  or  prowlers  or  lost  keys  or 
stray    dogs.      As    Superintendent    of 


Buildings  and  Grounds  he  kept  every- 
thing in  \\orking  order  besides  doing 
thousands  of  little  things  for  in- 
dividuals. 

Among  Mr.  Sink's  responsibilities 
were  supervision  of  the  College  laun- 
dry, the  power  plant,  the  landscaping 
and  care  of  the  grounds,  the  patrols, 
the  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  all  the 
buildings,  and  the  supervision,  in  many 
instances,  of  the  construction  work  on 
the  campus. 

His  genial  good  humor,  his  spirit  of 
cooperation,  his  boundless  energy,  as 
well  as  his  capable  and  efficient  way 
of  getting  the  job  done,  were  exceeded 
only  by  his  ability  to  work  with  people 
from  all  levels  of  life. 

A  lasting  testimonial  of  afTection  for 
him  was  a  bound  book  of  letters  which 
his  associates  gave  him  along  with  a 
gift  of  more  than  a  thousand  dollars 
from  his  many  friends.

It's  a  strange  feeling  indeed  to  be 
leaving  the  Woman's  College  as  a 
graduate.  It  is  a  feeling — not  neces- 
sarily of  sorrow  or  regret,  but  rather 
it's  a  mass  of  emotions — somewhat 
difficult  to  explain,  yet  easy  to  under- 
stand. It  is  the  crowding  of  memories 
of  four  years  of  campus  life,  admira- 
tion and  respect  for  those  who  have 
worked  with  us  and  for  us,  love  for 
our  friends,  and  humble  gratitude  to 
our  parents  and  to  our  State  for  hav- 
ing provided  us  with  this  opportunity. 
It's  the  realization  that  this  year  has 
not  been   just  another  year,  but  the 


ending  of  a  college  career  and  the  be- 
ginning of  a  life  which  this  college 
has  tauglrt  us  to  live.  It  includes  per- 
haps a  tinge  of  insecurity  offset  by  a 
desire  and  an  eagerness  to  meet  the 
future,  which,  despite  national  con- 
flicts and  local  problems,  looks  pretty 
wonderful. 

Looking  back  now,  the  past  four 
years  seem  to  have  been  an  era 
for  changes — world  changes,  campus 
changes,  and  changes  in  ourselves.  As 
freshmen  we  saw  the  world  struggling 
for  peace,  and  as  sophomores  we  sol- 
emnly watched  it  fail  in  its  efforts  and 


fall  back  into  war.  On  the  campus  we 
saw  old  buildings  come  down  and 
new,  magnificent  ones,  erected.  We 
saw  the  installation  of  a  new  President 
of  the  University  and  a  new  Chancel- 
lor of  our  College.  We  witnessed  the 
beginning  of  a  general  education  pro- 
gram and  a  faculty  evaluation  experi- 
ment. And  the  changes  in  ourselves? 
We  grew  less  interested  in  petty  gos- 
sip and  more  concerned  with  human- 
ity; less  conscious  of  grades  and  more 
impressed  with  wisdom. 

Today,  looking  ahead,  we  hope  for 
even  more  changes,  along  with  the 
continuation  of  those  things  that  are 
good.  We  liope  for  world  peace,  the 
further  progress  of  our  college,  and  the 
ability  to  raise  ourselves  out  of  the 
crowd  and  make  something  significant 
of  our  lives. 

We  know  that  we  shall  always  have 
what  the  Woman's  College  has  given 
us.  And  so  this  morning,  with  our 
memories  on  record  and  our  loyalty  in 
our  hearts,  the  Class  of  1953  says 
good-bye.

In  1893  Dr.  Charles  Duncan  Mclver 
instituted  a  plan  for  the  democratic  devel- 
opment of  the  225  young  women  then 
enrolled  in  the  State  Normal  and  Indus- 
trial College.  That  plan,  the  establish- 
ment of  two  literary  societies  to  foster  cul- 
ture, discipline,  self-reliance,  self-expres- 
sion, and  fellowship,  having  proved  its 
usefulness  and  come  to  fruition,  was  aban- 
doned this  spring  with  the  vote  of  the  stu- 
dent body  to  dissolve  the  societies,  now 
grown  to  four. 

First  thought  among  many  of  the  alum- 
nae, to  whom  the  societies  had  been  the 
core  of  college  life,  was  that  of  sadness 
and  distress  at  the  end  of  an  era,  the  de- 
struction of  a  college  tradition. 

But  on  second  thought  they  realized 
that  Dr.  Mclver  had  evolved  a  framework 
of  democratic  living  and  development  for 
a  small  student  body.  For  almost  half  a 
century  it  served  the  purpose  for  which 
he  established  it.  Like  two  good,  wise 
parents,  the  Adelphian  and  Cornelian  so- 
cieties guided  the  development  of  their 
children  from  the  first  faltering,  fledgling 
inter-society  organizations  into  mature, 
sound,  intelligent  boards  of  student  gov- 
ernment, dramatics,  literary  journals,  news- 
papers, lecture  courses.  Into  each  of  them 
were  instilled  the  sound  principles  of  de- 
mocracy given  them  by  Dr.  Mclver. 

And  now,  like  equally  wise  parents,  they 
are  stepping  down  to  let  the  children  as- 
sume the  campus  leadership. 

Organized  in  1893  as  the  only  secret 
organizations  on  the  campus,  and  in  strict 
accord  with  Dr.  Mclver's  determination 
that  the  spirit  of  the  College  would  "be 
one  of  democracy,"  the  first  two  societies, 
the  Cornelian  and  Adelphian,  served  as 
the  cradle  of  all  student  activity  and  the 
basis  of  student  government. 

From  them  have  sprung,  in  the  succeed- 
ing sixty  years,  the  Student  Government 
Association;  the  Carolinian,  student  news- 
paper; Coraddi,  student  literary  quarterly; 
Pine  Needles,  student  annual;  Playhkers 
and  Masqueraders,  student  dramatic  or- 
ganizations; Conadi  Club,  writing  group; 
the  Marshals;  and,  somewhat  indirectly, 
the  musical  organizations  on  the  campus. 

Young  ladies  were  not  supposed  to  be 
interested  in  much  beyond  the  home  back 
in  the  nineties  when  Dr.  Mclver  sold  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  on  an  institution

of  higher  learning,  that  he  pointed  out  at 
the  time  was  the  first  state  institution 
open  to  the  women  of  North  Carolina  ex- 
cept prisons  and  insane  asylums.  He  had 
a  profound  belief  in  the  importance  of 
women's  education  and  a  deep  faith  in  the 
ability  of  women  to  rise  to  heights  then 
undreamed  by  the  general  public. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  State  Normal 
and  Industrial  College  he  recognized  the 
potential  leadership  among  the  group  of 
223  students.  Though  he  had  provided 
them  with  courses  of  instruction  designed 
to  fit  them  for 

"such  education  as  will  add  to 
the    efficiency    of    the    average 
woman's  work  in  whatever  walk 
of  life  her  lot  may  be  cast", 
he  knew  the  value  of  group  fellowship  for 
inspiring  new  interests. 

TWO  SOCIETIES  ORGANIZE 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  year, 
only  a  few  weeks  after  the  opening  of 
school,  he  called  the  students  together  in 
the  old  auditorium  on  the  second  floor 
of  the  Administration  Building  and  sug- 
gested the  formation  of  two  societies 
knovm  first  as  the  "A"  and  "G"  from  the 
names  of  the  two  students  chosen  as  lead- 
ers in  their  organization,  Mar>'  Arrington 
and  Alice  Green.  Membership  was  open 
to  the  entire  student  body,  and  names 
were  divided  equally  between  the  two. 
This  democratic  procedure  was  followed 
through  the  ensuing  years,  and  eve^^' 
freshman,  on  entering  the  College  was  in- 
vited to  become  a  member. 

The  organization  of  the  societies  was 
a  tremendous  event  to  the  young  ladies  at 
the  Normal,  young  ladies  who  for  the 
first  time  were  put  in  the  position  of  re- 
sponsibihty  and  leadership.  A  public  rela- 
tions expert  far  in  advance  of  his  time,  Dr. 
Mclver  suggested  to  the  young  ladies  not 
only  the  development  of  cultural  interests 
and  a  great  amount  of  entertainment,  but 
also  a  certain  amount  of  responsibility  for 
student  government.  In  the  two  groups 
he  centered  everything  beyond  the  aca- 
demic affairs  of  the  campus,  and  on  many 
occasions  conferred  with  students  even 
about  those  problems. 

Early  minutes  of  the  two  societies  bear 
out  Dr.  Mclver's  plans  for  them,  the 
Adelphians  giving  as  their  purpose: 


"We,  the  women  of  the  State  Normal 
and  Industrial  College,  in  order  to  culti- 
vate our  power  of  thought  and  expression, 
to  add  dignity  to  our  character,  to  aid  in 
the  discipline  of  our  College  and  to  pro- 
mote the  welfare  and  pleasure  of  its  stu- 
dents, do  ordain  and  establish  the  consti- 
tution of  the  Adelphian  Society  of  the 
State  Normal  and  Industrial  College." 

The  Cornelians  expressed  the  same  pur- 
pose, somewhat  more  concisely: 

"The  objects  of  the  Society  shall  be  .  .  . 
the  promotion  of  general  culture,  impart-

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W.  C.  Arts  Forum  Has  Encouraged 
Many  Young  Artists  Since  1944...

\\'oman's  College  marked  the  tenth  an 
niversarv  of  its  regional  contribution  to 
creative"  arts  in  March  with  a  five  day  Arts 
Forum,  bringing  students  from  approxi- 
matelv  40  colleges  to  participate  in  dem- 
onstrations and  discussions  of  student 
writing,  art,  music,  the  dance,  and  drama. 

The  forum  also  inaugurated  the  use  for 
the  forum  of  the  newly  completed  student 
union  building,  Elliott  Hall,  named  in 
honor  of  Miss  Harriet  Elliott,  long-time 
teacher  and  for  several  years  Dean  of 
Women  at  the  College. 

Emphasis  on  the  fine  arts  at  the  Wom- 
an's College  was  long  a  dream  of  the  ad- 
ministration and  the  arts-related  depart- 
ments. First,  however,  had  to  come  the 
development  of  an  Art  department  which 
was  not  accomplished  until  1935;  of  a 
dance  department  under  the  Physical  Ed- 
ucation department,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  creative  writing  courses,  which 
was  accomplished  in  the  middle  thirties, 
all  following,  in  logical  order  the  material 
growth  and  development  of  a  still  young 
college. 

It  was  not  until  1944  that  the  Art  De- 
partment, by  that  time  nine  years  old  and 
an  infant  prodigy,  and  the  creative  writ- 
ing classes  felt  they  had  achieved  maturity 
enough  to  join  in  sponsoring  a  large  forum 
on  several  of  the  creative  arts.  The  col- 
lege had  already  taken  the  lead  in  music, 
and  in  music  composition,  with,  in  the 
early  thirties  a  group  of  young  Compos- 
ers. The  drama  was  already  launched  with 
the  Play-Likers  who  had  become  estab- 
lished in  the  late  twenties  when  the 
drama  was  graduated  from  girls  taking 
men's  parts  in  black  skirts,  and  had  begun 
to  write  and  produce  original  one-act  plays 
along  with  their  productions  of  three-act 
classics  and  Broadway  plays. 

As  an  outgrowth  of  the  Arts  Forum 
program,  and  as  a  result  of  the  years  of 
interest  by  the  administration  and  the  arts 
related  departments  in  enabhng  Woman's 
College  to  take  the  lead  in  the  fine  arts. 
Woman's  College  offered  for  the  first 
time,  in  1950,  a  Master  of  Fine  Arts  de- 
gree. Courses  leading  to  this  degree  have 
drawn  not  only  a  splendid  faculty,  but 
men  as  well  as  women  students.  Since 
it  was  instituted  many  degrees  have  been 
conferred. 

This  year,  rounding  out  its  first  decade, 
the  Arts  Forum  brought  a  distinguished 
list  of  artists  in  the  fields  of  music,  art, 
WTiting,  drama  and  the  dance,  who  led 
discussion  groups,  and  gave  criticism  for 
the  student  work  and  demonstrations  en- 
tered in  the  Forum  from  a  score  of  col- 
leges representing  the  east,  south  and  mid- 
dle west.  The  visiting  experts  in  various 
fields  included; 

Saul  Bellow,  novelist,  short  story  writer, 
and  critic. 


Henry  Cowell,  composer,  concert  pian- 
>t,  lecturer  at  Columbia  University,  and 
teacher  of  composition  at  Peabody  Con- 
servatory, Baltimore.

Charles  Eagan,  critic  and  gallery  di- 
rector, champion  of  contemporary  modern 
American  art  and  artists,  director  of  Egan 
Gallery,  New  York. 

Franz  Kline,  painter  and  exhibitor, 
teacher  at  Pratt  Institute. 


George  McNeil,  painter  and  exhibitor, 
director  of  the  Evening  School  of  Pratt 
Institute. 

Jack  Tworkov,  painter  and  teacher  of 
Queens  College. 

Elliot  Weisgarber,  composer,  clarinet- 
ist, and  member  of  the  Woman's  Col- 
lege School  of  Music  faculty. 

The  first  Arts  Forum  in  1944  was  lim- 
ited, in  student  participation,  to  Wom- 
an's College.  The  next  year  other  colleges 
were  invited  to  participate,  and  this  year 
there  will  be  nearly  40  colleges  repre- 
sented. The  first  participation  was  in  the 
fields  of  fine  arts,  painting,  drama,  music, 
dance  and  writing.  In  1946  student  exhi- 
bitions of  photography  were  added.  In 
1947  student  writing  from  the  participat- 
ing colleges  was  printed  for  the  first  time 
in  a  special  Arts  Forum  edition  of  "Cor- 
addi",  Woman's  College  literary  maga- 
zine. This  is  now  done  each  year  as  a 
text  for  group  discussion. 

Student  written  plays  were  first  per- 
formed in  1948,  and  the  first  student- 
composed  dance  concert  was  given  the 
same  year.  The  latest  innovation  was  in 
1950  when  student-created  marionettes 
and   puppet  shows  were  added. 

The  Arts  Forum  is  a  very  important  part 
of  the  overall  program  in  creative  art  at 
Woman's  College.  Miss  Katherine  Taylor, 
Dean  of  Students,  was  chairman  of  the 
Arts  Forum  Committee  this  year.

Dr.  Howard  Odum  Winner  Of 
O.  Max  Gardner  Award  For 
Outstanding  Contributions 


Dr.  Howard  Washington  Odum,  Kenan 
Professor  and  head  of  the  Department  of 
Sociology  and  Anthropology  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill, 
and  adviser  to  Presidents,  was  presented 
the  fifth  annual  O.  Max  Gardner  Award 
at  impressive  ceremonies  at  the  \^'oma^'s 
College  Sunday,  March  11. 

The  award  is  made  each  spring  to  the 
faculty  member  of  the  Consolidated  Uni- 
versity who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Trus- 
tees, during  the  current  scholastic  year  has 
made  "the  greatest  contribution  to  the 
welfare  of  the  human  race." 

It  was  provided  by  former  Governor  O. 
Max  Gardner  in  his  will  and  carries  a 
beautifully  engraved  citation  and  a  check 
for  the  annual  income  from  a  $25,000 
trust  fund  set  up  by  Governor  Gardner, 
who  considered  the  creation  of  the  Con 
sohdated  University  the  outstanding 
achievement  of  his   administration. 

Most  of  the  faculty  members  and  ad- 
ministrative officials  of  the  three  institu- 
tions were  present  for  dinner  in  Spencer 
Dining  Hall. 

Governor  William  B.  Umstead  and 
George  Stephens,  Jr.,  Asheville,  chairman 
of  the  Trustees'  committee  which  recom- 
mended Dr.  Odum  for  the  award  had  pre- 


pared :i  citation  whxh  Chairman  Ste- 
phens read. 

Dr.  Odum's  contributions  to  humanity 
have  been  of  manv  kinds — in  public  wel- 
fare, in  community  and  regional  develop- 
ment, in  race  relations,  in  research  and 
publication,  in  sociological  theory,  in 
teaching,  and  in  animal  husbandry,  it  was 
pointed  out. 

President  Gordon  Gray  presided  over 
the  ceremonies  and  presented  Chancellor 
Robert  B.  House  of  the  University  at 
Chapel  Hill,  Chancellor  John  W.  Harrel- 
son  of  State  College,  Chancellor  Edward 
K.  Graham  of  Woman's  College,  and 
members  of  the  Gardner  family. 

Lt.  Gov.  I.uther  H.  Hodges  gave  the 
invocation,  and  Chancellor  Graham  then 
extended  greetings  to  members  of  the  fac- 
ulties. Trustees,  and  guests  attending  the 
dinner. 

Mrs.  C.  F.  Tomlinson  (May  Lo\elace 
'09),  High  Point,  spoke  for  the  Trustees, 
and  Dean  James  H.  Hilton  of  State  Col- 
lege spoke  for  the  faculties  of  the  three 
institutions.

(16  sendngs) 

Eggs  2 

Sugar  ...    2  cups 

Milk  l'/2  cups 

Shortening  4  Tb. 

Chocolate  4  sq. 

Baking  powder  2  tsp. 

Chopped  nuts  1  cup 

Mour IVz  cups 

Cream  butter  and  add  egg  yolks.  Add 
sugar  2  Tb.  at  a  time.  Add  melted  choc- 
olate. 

Mix  and  sift  dry  ingredients  together 
and  add  alternately  with  the  milk.  Add 
nuts  and  fold  in  beaten  egg  whites. 

Pour  into  greased  cake  pans  and  bake 
at  350  degrees  for  25  to  30  minutes.

.\  painting  by  Dr.  John  Opper,  associ- 
ate professor  of  art  at  Woman's  College, 
«as  chosen  for  exhibition  in  the  Corcoran 
Art,  Gallery  at  Washington,  D.  C,  during 
April  and  May. 

.\n  abstract  oil  painting,  the  44  by  60- 
inch  work  has  been  singled  out  for  spe- 
cial incntion  by  exhibition  sponsors  as  one 
of  the  three  best  in  a  group  of  42  paint 
ings  chosen  for  exhibition  from  892  sub- 
mitted by  artists  throughout  the  countn.-. 

Dr.  Opper,  who  came  to  Woman's  Col- 
lege from  Columbia  University  and  Pratt 
Institute,  has  been  exhibiting  in  national 
and  international  shows  since  1935  and 
has  won  a  number  of  distinctive  awards. 

In  Elliott  Hall  during  April  there  was  a 
one  man  exhibition  of  15  paintings  by  Dr. 
Opper.  All  of  the  paintings  in  the  show 
were  in  oil  and  the  field  of  abstract  im- 
pressionism, making  use  of  color,  line,  and 
form  to  create  esthetic  sentiment  unre 
lated  to  represented  objects. 
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ing  a  literan,-  spirit  to  its  members  and 
increasing  their  power  of  thought  and 
their  habits  of  discrimination;  the  eleva- 
tion of  the  moral  tone  of  our  school;  the 
strengthening  of  ties  of  friendship  that 
unite  us,  and  above  all  the  cultivation  of 
the  ability  for  intelligent  expression." 

For  almost  fifty  >ears  the  two  societies, 
in  time  expanding  to  four  with  the  estab- 
hshment  of  the  Dikean  in  1918  and  the 
Altheian  in  192^,  served  the  purpose  of 
their  founding,  each  of  them  watching 
their  offsprings  in  the  form  of  self-gov- 
erning organizations,  literary   groups,   dra- 


matic and   musical   groups,   grow   to   ma- 
turity and  supersede  them. 

Charged  with  finding  a  name  for  each 
group,  committees  reported  first  the  choice 
of  the  names  of  three  of  North  Carolina's 
greatest  educational  leaders.  The  "G"  so- 
ciety considered  the  names  "Mclver  and 
Alderman"  Society  and  ''Wiley"  Society. 
Expressing  his  appreciation  of  their  confi- 
dence in  hull  and  Dr.  E.  A.  Alderman, 
then  a  member  of  the  faculty.  Dr.  Mclver 
urged  that  they  consider  other  names. 
With  the  assistance  of  Dr.  P.  P.  Claxton, 
an  honorary  member  of  the  society,  they 
chose  the  name  "Cornelian"  in  honor  of 
Cornelia,  mother  of  the  Gracchi,  the  em- 
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LETTIE  ROGERS'  NEW  NOVEL 

Landscape  of  the  Heart  by  Lettie 
Rogers.  Random  House,  New  York. 
248pp.  $3.00.

Lettie  (Hamlett)  Rogers  '40  has 
just  published  her  third  novel,  Land- 
scape of  the  Heart.  Her  first  two 
novels,  South  of  Heaven  and  The 
Storm  Cloud,  depict  the  bewildering 
and  strenuous  life  in  war-threatened 
China  which  Lettie  knows  so  well 
from  her  residence  in  that  country.  In 
this  third  book  the  author  turns  to 
America  for  the  setting,  and  to  a  very 
restricted  corner  of  America  at  that,  an 
institution  for  mental  cases. 

The  novel  might  have  taken  various 
directions;  in  fact  it  has,  and  paradoxi- 
cally it  has  not.  It  might  have  been 
merely  about  a  group  of  persons  im- 
mured in  a  lovely  walled  garden  and  a 
stone  mansion;  it  might  have  been 
merely  a  treatise  on  modern  psychiatric 
procedures;  it  might  have  stopped  with 
exploring  the  labyrinthine  background 
of  neurotic  personalities.  These  are  all 
aspects  of  the  book  and  very  revealing 
and  acceptable  to  the  lay  reader.  But 
profitable  as  they  are,  they  constitute 
only  the  milieu  of  the  main  characters, 
people  intrinsically  significant  and 
compelling.  For  the  novel  is  primarily 
about  Judith  and  Carl  and  their  way 
back  to  a  self-directed  life  and  the  ful- 
fillment of  love.  The  outcome  often 
hangs  in  the  balance;  the  way  is  not 


too  easy,  and  the  happy  ending  is  not 
too  happy.  In  the  handling  of  plot 
and  characters  there  is  an  inevitable 
Tightness.  And  although  the  landscape 
seems  narrow,  it  is  as  wide  as  America. 
Isolated  though  the  characters  may  be, 
they  are  never  in  a  vacuum,  the  out- 
side world  is  always  impinging  upon 
them.  The  reader  shares  their  triumph 
when  thev  re-enter  it  together. 


EDYTHE  LATHAM  BLOCH'S 
FIRST  NOVEL 

The  Sounding  Brass  by  Edythe 
Latham.  Little,  Brown  and  Com- 
pany, Boston,  46Spp.    $4.50. 

Edythe  Latham  Bloch  '36  had  her 
first  novel,  The  Sounding  Brass,  pub- 
lished August  12.  Reviewers  herald 
her  book  enthusiastically  as  a  great  first 
novel. 

The  story  covers  the  period  of  the 
first  half  of  this  century  and  undoubt- 
edly deals  with  the  development  of  her 
hometown.  Greensboro.  Characters  in 
tlie  novel  are  readily  identified  with 
well  kno\\'n  Greensboro  families  and 
the  title  itself  is  taken  from  Dr.  Mc- 
her's  favorite  Bible  passage,  I  Corin- 
thians XIIIiI.

bodiment  of  splendid  womanhood. 

The  "A"  society,  seeking  a  name,  con- 
sulted Dr.  Mclver,  and  a  conference  com- 
mittee, then  finally  wrote  "their  brothers 
at  Chapel  Hill"  for  a  Greek  word  and 
symbol  meaning  society  of  sisters.  So  the 
.Adelphian   Society  was  born. 

EARLY  ACTIVITIES 

Minute  books  of  the  early  years,  written 
in  the  beautiful  Spencerian  script  of  the 
day,  but  often  with  spelling  not  so  ad- 
mirable as  the  purposes  of  the  societies, 
report  a  rapid  growth  in  numbers,  mone- 
tary fines  for  imparting  secrets,  for  "talk- 
ing in  meetings,"  or  wearing  a  hat  in  the 
meetings,  rapidly  expanding  departmental 
groups  in  debating,  writing,  story-telling, 
nature  study,  art,  dramatics,  music,  and 
other  cultural  interests. 

One  of  the  first  actions  of  the  two  so- 
cieties was  the  institution  of  and  the  elec- 
tion of  Marshals,  spelled  by  one  of  the 
early  secretaries,  "Martials".  These  girls, 
fi\e  from  each  society,  plus  a  chief,  nomi- 
nated by  the  societies  but  elected  by  the 
College  Board  of  Directors,  became  the 
highest  student  authority  on  the  campus. 
Chosen  primarily  for  their  scholarship  and 
character,  the}'  were,  as  well,  the  best 
looking  girls  on  the  campus,  for  if  they 
did  not  already  have  beautiful  features,  it 
was  obvious  that  their  importance  in  stu- 
dent life  soon  developed  a  self-confidence 
and  grooming  which  set  them  apart. 

Records  show  that  they  not  only  repre- 
sented the  College  at  public  functions,  but 
served  as  a  board  to  which  Dr.  Mclver 
brought  problems  of  discipline  in  the  dor- 
mitories, cheating  on  examinations,  and 
general  decorum.  One  record  in  1910, 
tells  of  a  discussion  of  misconduct  on  the 
part  of  a  group  of  students  when  they 
were  reminded  that  they  must  conduct 
themselves  "as  Adelphians  should." 

Always  an  exponent  of  self-government. 
Dr.  Mclver  wrote  into  the  catalogue  of 
the  first  year  of  the  College  the  policy 
which  he  instituted  through  the  societies 
with  the  Marshals: 

"The  general  policy  in  regard  to  disci- 
pline has  been  to  trust  the  students  and 
appeal  to  their  honor  and  pride,  and  to 
their  interest  in  the  success  of  the  Insti- 
tution. It  is  but  simple  justice  to  say  that 
they  have  responded  to  these  appeals  with 
a  loyalty  and  faithfulness  worthy  of  the 
highest  praise.  Whatever  regulations  we 
have  made  in  regard  to  conduct  and  to 
study  hours  have  been  the  result  of  a  con- 
sultation with  the  students  and  of  a  prac- 
tically unanimous  vote  in  their  favor.  The 
object  is  to  throw  responsibilit\-  upon  the 
students,  and  to  make  them,  as  nearly  as 
practicable,  a  self-governing  body." 

The  Marshals  served  as  the  student 
governing  board  until  1910,  when  the 
first  Student  Council  was  organized,  with 
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three  representatives  from  cadi  of  the  four 
college  classes,  and  with  tlie  Chief  Mar- 
shal as  President.  The  Council  "attempted 
to  bring  about  measures  intended  for  the 
welfare  of  the  College."  In  1914,  a  con- 
stitution and  by-laws  were  adopted  for  the 
student  government  association,  which  has 
since  grown  into  one  of  the  model  associ- 
ations of  its  kind  in  the  country.  In  time 
the  Chief  Marshal  gave  way  to  an  elected 
president  of  student  government,  but  this 
is  still  one  of  the  most  important  officers 
to  be  elected  from  the  student  body,  rep- 
resenting the  college,  in  her  beautiful  re- 
galia on  all  public  occasions,  particularly 
at  Commencement  when  she  leads  the 
academic  procession. 

LITERARY  INTERESTS 

As  the  small  departmental  groups  in 
the  societies  extended  their  interests,  it 
was  logical  that  they  would  emerge  in 
concrete  form.  In  1896,  the  Conference 
Committee,  which  served  as  the  link  be 
tween  the  highly  secret  societies,  reported 
the  advisability  of  a  school  magazine.  In 
1897,  the  first  board  of  editors  for  the 
State  Normal  Magazine  was  elected  from 
the  two  societies.  In  1919,  the  Carolinian, 
weekly  newspaper  made  its  appearance, 
and  the  Coraddi,  taking  its  name  from 
the  first  letters  of  the  names  of  the  three 
societies,  the  Dikcan  having  been  formed 
in  1918.  replaced  the  State  Normal  Mag- 
azine. 

All  of  these  grew  from  the  literary  in- 
terests of  the  societies.  Through  the  years 
the  members  gave  readings  of  their  own 
work  and  of  eminent  writers.  At  one 
period  they  sponsored  a  writing  contest 
for  high  school  students  and  gave  a  cup 
as  prize,  and  for  many  years  sponsored 
visiting  lectures  and  plays,  which  evolved 
in  time  into  the  College  Lecture  Program. 

From  their  departmental  plays  grew  the 
Masqueraders.  Though  the  men's  parts 
were  still  taken  by  girls  wearing  black 
skirts  or  black  bloomers,  interest  was  so 
great  in  dramatic  productions  that  by  the 
middle  twenties  the  present  Playliker  or- 
ganization had  come  into  being,  and  the 
Masqueraders  became  an  honorary  group. 

The  societies  were  instrumental  in  the 
growth  of  the  college  library,  contributing 
money  for  books  and  often  assisting  in 
their  selection.  Very  shortly  after  the 
establishment  of  the  societies,  loan  funds 
were  set  up  as  financial  aid  for  students. 
In  1900,  the  societies  discussed  the  need 
for  a  college  annual. 

STUDENTS  BUILDING 

By  1902,  the  college  had  outgrown  the 
Administration  Building  auditorium  and 
plans  were  under  way  for  the  Students 
Building,  which  was  torn  down  two  years 
ago.  The  societies  undertook  to  raise 
$500  each  toward  the  society  halls  which 
were  to  occupy  the  first  floor  of  the  build- 


ing. They  put  (jn  plays,  carnivals,  and 
benefits;  and  by  1906,  when  the  building 
was  completed,  had  beautiful  halls  and 
committee  rooms  ready  for  occupancy. 
Chairs  were  bought  for  the  halls  through 
individual  contributions  of  S^  each  b>' 
akunnae,  students,  and  friends.  Governor 
Charles  B.  Aycock.  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Adclphian  Society,  ga\c  the  money 
for  a   picture   for  the   hall. 

Some  of  the  honorary  members  of  the 
two  societies,  whose  names  were  closely 
associated  with  the  state's  history  half  a 
century  ago  were:  J.  Y.  Joyner,  Governor 
Glenn,  Julian  S.  Carr,  Governor  Kitchin, 
ludge  \\'alter  H.  Neal,  Dr.  Edward  A. 
Alderman.  Dr.  Mclver,  Dr.  Claxton,  E.  J. 
Forney,  (who,  according  to  tradition, 
drew  the  students'  names  for  the  first  di- 
vision in  1893).  Mrs.  Charles  Duncan 
Mclver,  Dr.  Anna  M.  Gove,  and  the 
many  members  of  the  faculty  who  con- 
tributed so  much  to  the  success  of  this 
first  venture  into  the  broad  education  of 
the  women  of  North  Carolina.  Dr.  Charles 
W.  Eliot,  of  Harvard,  was  an  honorary 
memlx;r  of  the  Cornelian  Society. 

Though  Dr.  Mclver  instilled  the  idea  of 
democracy  so  deeply  into  the  students  that 
sororities  have  never  been  organized  on 
the  campus,  there  were  occasional  flares 
of  interest  in  more  selective  secret  groups. 
Five  daring  young  ladies  once  banded  to- 
gether into  a  secret  club,  with  a  Greek 
letter  name.  News  of  it  reached  Dr.  Mc- 
lver, and  he  had  it  disbanded,  but  not  be- 
for  the  young  ladies  had  their  pictures 
taken.  One  of  them  saved  her  picture, 
but  carefully  inked  a  heart  over  the  Greek 
letter  name.  The  picture  is  now  a  treas- 
ured relic  of  the  College  Collection. 

For  many  years  the  societies  held  de- 
partmental meetings  of  the  interest  groups 
on  Monday  afternoons.  As  the  groups 
grew  and  formed  separate  boards  and  or- 
ganizations, the  meetings  of  the  societies 
were  held  at  longer  intervals.  Finally,  by 
the  thirties,  there  was  little  for  the  socie 
ties  to  sponsor.  Their  little  art,  music, 
writing,  debating,  and  nature  study  clubs 
had  become  mature,  full  fledged  activities. 
They  turned  their  attention  to  the  social 
life  of  the  campus;  and,  as  always  in  the 
democratic  way,  sponsored  dances  each 
year  so  that  every  girl  on  the  campus 
might  have  her  full  share  of  that. 

SOCIETIES  DISBAND 

Gradually  the  parent  organizations  had 
less  and  less  responsibilit\'.  Their  children 
stood  firmly  on  their  own  feet,  strongh' 
reared,  dependable  adults.  Like  good  par- 
ents the  societies  then  stepped  aside, 
needed  no  longer  to  launch  the  young 
ladies  of  the  College  into  well-rounded, 
useful  lives.  For  a  few  years  they  con- 
tinued only  as  social  organizations.  Then 
in  March  of  1953,  exactlv  sixtv  vears  after 


their  founding,  they  were  abolished  by 
\ote  of  the  student  body,  now  numbering 
2500,  to  give  this  last  responsibility  of  so- 
cial activity  to  Elliott  Hall,  named  for 
Miss  Harriet  Elliott,  the  woman  who 
stands  beside  Dr.  Mclver  in  the  history 
of  the  College  as  one  of  its  greatest  ex- 
ponents of  faith  in  the  execution  of  re- 
sponsibility and  leadership  of  women. 


DR.  HIGHSMITH

Dr.  Highsmith  has  always  been  par- 
ticularly interested  in  the  education  of 
teachers.  He  served  on  a  committee 
cstablislied  by  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  for  the  improve- 
ment of  teacher  education,  and,  on  ap- 
pointment from  the  Woman's  Col- 
lege, he  spent  six  weeks  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago  on  a  General  Educa- 
tion Board  scholarship  studying  the 
problems  of  general  education  as  a 
part  of  teacher  education.  On  his  re- 
turn to  the  College  he  served  on  a 
committee  which  was  appointed  by 
Dr.  Jackson  to  re-examine  the  curricu- 
lum of  the  College  and  make  sugges- 
tions for  any  changes  which  were  con- 
sidered desirable. 

Generous,  tolerant,  \\ise  —  such  is 
the  character  of  this  man  who  has  en- 
riched Woman's  College  for  these 
many  years.  The  steadying  power  of 
his  insistence  upon  an  intellectual 
grasp  of  experience,  his  equanimity, 
good  humor,  and  patience  have  been 
communicated  to  generations  of  stu- 
dents. "For  he  doth  not  only  show 
the  \\a}',  but  gi\eth  so  sweet  a  prospect 
into  the  way,  as  will  entice  any  man  to 
enter  it."

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CLASS  OF  1908  IN  REUNION 

The  class  of  1908  boasts  of  its  forty- 
seven  graduates,  the  largest  number  up  to 
that  time  to  graduate  from  the  college; 
it  boasts  of  the  se\en  members  who  re- 
ctned  degrees.  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy,  the 
first  degrees  granted  by  the  State  Normal 
and  Industrial  College. 

During  the  1953  Commencement  four- 
teen members  of  this  class  were  present 
at  the  forty-fifth  reunion  luncheon  held 
in  the  new  Home  Economics  Building  of 
\\'oman's  College.  Letters  and  messages 
were  read  from  six  others  who  were  not 
able  to  be  present.
